CHINA  NEEDS  OUR  SURPLUS  GRAINS 

In  .spite  of  certain  denials,  it  is  ex  ident  that 
Cliina  today  needs  food.  A reliable  source  reports 
tliat  “Ghinese  Gommunist  officials  told  American 
negotiators  during  a recent  conference  that 
(ihina  needs  to  import  an  additional  six  million 
tons  of  wheat  and  other  grains  during  the  ni'xt 
eight  months  to  raise  the  daily  foocl  ration  to 
1500  calories  in  cities  and  countrxside  of  North 
and  Fast  Gh.na.”  I’or  workers  and  lariiu'rs  al- 
rc'ady  wcaki'iu'd  bv  under-nourishment,  15t)0 
caloric's  dailx'  will  bari'b’  sustain  life'. 
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The  report  of  the  Manila  correspondent  for 
the  Chicago  Dailt/  News  further  indicates  that 
“the  tight  food  situation  in  Russia  and  in  Eastern 
Europe,”  as  well  as  the  limited  amounts  procur- 
able from  Australia,  Canada  and  elsewhere, 
“means  the  only  substantial  surplus  food  re- 
serves available  to  meet  the  Chinese  needs  are 
in  the  U.S.” 

Can  the  U.S.  refuse  to  sell  grain  from  our 
enormous  surplus  while  Chinese  people  starve? 

Is  it  fear  of  political  repercussions  which  holds 
back  the  decision  to  sell  grain  to  the  Chinese 
Communists? 

It  is  true  that  “1961  amendments  to  the  Earm 
Bill  make  it  difficult  to  approve  a sale  for  hard 
cash  or  on  credit  or  for  local  currency.”  However, 
Edward  Snyder  of  the  FCNL  reports,  following 
a talk  which  he  and  Colin  Bell,  of  the  AESC,  had 
with  George  AIcGovern,  Food  for  Peace  Admin- 
istrator, and  Charles  O.  Porter,  former  Oregon 
Congressman  (who  made  a study  last  summer  of 
the  legal  aspects  of  surplus  grain  for  China ) , that 
the  situation  might  be  resolved  “if  the  President 
were  determined  to  send  food  to  needy  Chinese.” 

Food  for  China  would  also  be  possible  under 
Title  II  of  P.L.  480,  which  authorizes  famine 
relief  “to  friendly  but  needy  populations  without 
regard  to  the  friendliness  of  their  government.” 

If  the  President  is  to  make  food  available  to 
the  hungry  people  in  China,  he  must  know  of 
the  support  of  the  American  People  for  such 
action.  Will  those  Friends  who  believe  the  U.S. 
has  a moral  obligation  to  share  its  abundance 
with  the  needy,  even  the  hungry  people  living 
under  a unfriendly  government,  please  write  to' 
President  Kennedy  on  this  matter?

SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA 
HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

Despite  the  shock  and  sorrow  at  the  sudden 
death  of  their  member,  Ed  Leshan,  La  Jolla 
Meeting  hosted  with  characteristic  grace  the 
fifth  session  of  the  Southern  California  Half- 
Yearly  A4eeting,  November  11,12,  1961.  Present 
were  about  80  senior  Friends  and  50  junior 
Friends  from  ten  monthly  Meetings,  the  San 
Pedro  Preparative  Aleeting,  and  the  Harbor  Wor- 
ship Group. 

Saturday  afternoon  the  Continuation,  Alinistry 
and  Oversight,  Peace,  and  Education  Committees 
met  to  prepare  reports  for  the  plenary  session. 

After  a delightful  pot-luck  dinner  the  Contin- 
uation Committee  reconvened,  and  the  Peace 
Committee  conducted  an  informal  open  meeting. 
Ross  Flanagan  helped  in  the  discussion  of  con- 
structive individual  measures  to  further  the 
“turn  toward  peace.”  He  pointed  out  that,  ma- 


terially, our  way  will  probably  mean  loss  rather 
than  gain,  that  morality  has  seldom  had  any 
popular  appeal  and  that  we  would,  dierefore, 
do  well  to  treat  those  who  disagree  with  us  with 
due  respect. 

Meeting  for  worship  was  held  as  usual  Sunday 
at  11,  followed  by  a pot-luck  lunch,  and  then  the 
plenary  session.  Reports  from  Monthly  Meetings 
indicated  continued  growth  for  most,  plans  for 
new  meeting  houses,  new  ways  which  Friends 
have  found  for  meeting  their  own  and  community 
needs  including  study  groups,  college  social 
groups,  using  meeting  houses  for  day  schools, 
visitation  to  families  of  prisoners. 

The  question  of  joining  the  Southern  California 
Council  of  Churches  was  re-evaluated  and 
finally  laid  down  with  the  suggestion  that  the 
Peace  Committee  and  proposed  new  Social  Order 
Committee  consider  observer  status  with  the 
Council. 

A review  of  the  budget  brought  forth  the  de- 
cision to  request  Monthly  Aleetings  to  contribute 
75c  per  adult  member. 

The  Nominating  Committee’s  slate  was  ap- 
proved and  the  following  Friends  appointed: 
clerk,  Walt  Raitt;  assistant  clerk,OLiviA  Davis; 
recording  clerk,  Gretchen  Tuthill;  treasurer, 
Franklin  Zahn;  Peace  Committee  chairman, 
William  Bruff;  Education  chairman,  AIarjorif 
Wells;  Nominating  Committee  chairman,  Ian 
Thiermann;  A4inistry  and  Oversight,  Margaret 
Simkin,  Elizabeth  Kramer,  Molly  AIorgen- 
ROTH,  Beach  Langston,  Ruth  Brown;  Young 
Friends  clerk,  Carol  Stout,  Young  Friends  ad- 
visors, Lawrence  and  Barbara  Perry. 

John  Dorland  and  Rega  Engelsberg  spoke 
for  the  Friends  Retirement  Association,  which 
is  under  the  care  of  Orange  Grove  Aleeting, 
requesting  each  Alonthly  N4eeting  to  appoint  a 
liason  member  and  to  consider  co-sponsorship 
of  the  organization. 

Eubanks  Carsner,  on  behalf  of  members  and 
friends  of  California  Yearly  Aleeting,  requested 
consideration  of  closer  cooperation  with  their 
group  and  also  with  other  organized  bodies  of 
Friends  in  America.  The  concensus  was  that 
this  could  be  carried  out  through  committees, 
particularly  the  Peace  Committee,  and  on  a 
people-to-people  basis. 

Gretchen  Tuthill  and  Ferner  Nuhn,  dele- 
gates from  Pacific  Yearly  Aleeting  to  Friends 
World  Committee  meeting  in  Kenya,  spoke  all 
too  briefly  on  that  remarkable  experience— of 
the  hospitality,  simplicity,  natural  dignity  and 
faith  of  their  hosts,  of  the  enjoyment  of  singing 
together  in  different  languages,  and  of  zeal  of 
the  African  Friends,  “much  like  that  of  the  early 
Christians.” 

Although  there  was  not  time  for  completion 
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of  all  business,  the  Meeting  adjourned  with  the 
feeling  of  considerable  enlightment  and  accom- 
plishment. The  sixth  session  will  be  May  11,  12, 
1962.

my  l)ook,  hut  our  hook.  It  is  tlu'  hook  ol  iny  iric'ucls, 
my  tamily  ...  a liook  whicli  {jjrcw  out  ol  tlio  pooled 
wisdom  ol  a group  ol  women  who  sat  and  talked  one 
suuuy  alteruoou  ahout  a woman’s  rcspousihility  to  her 


home  and  her  family,  to  her  work  and  her  spiritual  life.” 
How  akin  to  our  own  thoughts  are  those  expressed  by 
the  author  as  she  beautifuly  develops  her  thesis  in 
this  wise  and  serene  writing!  Wives  and  mothers  have 
all  shared  feelings  of  failure  and  insecurity  as  their 
"scattered”  lives  ( so  resembling  that  of  a hen ) pull 
them  in  many  directions,  leaving  them  without  an  over- 
all sense  of  integration.  Where  is  our  purpose  and  where 
is  our  jrrogress? 

This  hook  will  arouse  soul-searching,  as  we  explore  the 
paths  opened  by  Josephine  Benton.  Especially  mean- 
ingful to  me  was  her  emphasis  on  the  importance  and 
inter-relatedness  of  recreation  and  spiritual  creativity. 
Inspiring,  though  instructive,  this  hook  should  be  read 
slowly,  thoughtfully,  and  its  depths  fully  probed.  Then 
it  may  he  possible  for  us  to  find,  through  increasing 
awareness  and  patience,  a balance  and  a pattern  for 
wholeness;  we  may  direct  our  lives  toward  greater  ful- 
fillment, enrichment,  and  growth.

To  th,'  chairman 
nnisl  go  much  ol  tlie  erc'dil  lor  an\'  success,  lb'  iiroelcU'if 
us,  (he  architect,  and  most  of  all  himsi'lf  to  finish  the 
Ilians  and  “gi't  mo\ing.” 

A ]h(  ec  ol  pro|K'i't\’  ol  about  S aeri's  was  purchased 
and  di\idi'd  into  lots:  2)2  acres  lor  tlu-  Mei'ting,  and 
6 '.m.illcr  lots  which  arc  owned  b\  \ ai'ious  mcmlH'is  of 
oui'  i\Ic,  ling.  The  arehiteet.  Jack  Morse,  was  ehosi'u, 
and  an  acceptable  plan  designed.  \\  bile  the  planning 
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was  going  on.  there  was,  of  course,  tlie  prolrlem  of 
financing,  and  the  details  of  clearing  the  site,  putting 
in  tlie  road,  arranging  for  utilities  etc. 

The  Meeting  a]?plied  to  Friends  General  Conference 
for  a loan  and  a grant  and  both  requests  were  gener- 
ously granted.  University  Meeting  agreed  to  carry  a 
mortgage,  which  was  a big  financial  help;  they  also 
gave  a large  donation  for  the  building  fund.  Some 
money  was  obtained  from  individual  donations,  and  the 
balance  came  from  a local  Savings  and  Loan  company. 
As  I am  sure  any  one  has  tried  it  knows,  it  is  very 
difficult  to  obtain  a loan  on  anything  so  uncommerciaT 
as  a meeting  house!  There  were  many  disappointments 
before  we  got  the  money  needed  to  begin.  Cost,  includ- 
ing land,  utilities,  and  some  furnishings  ( we  hope ) will 
be  about  $30,000. 

Construction  is  under  way  at  last,  on  the  first  sec- 
tion of  a building  which  will  be  expandable.  At  present 
we  have  two  Sunday  school  rooms,  kitchen  and  bath- 
rooms on  the  first  floor,  and  a large-  room  upstairs  for 
the  meeting  for  worship.  This  room  will  later  be  divided 
into  four  more  Sunday  School  rooms,  and  a permanent 
meeting  section  will  be  added. 

Our  present  membership  is  28  adults  and  32  children, 
with  several  f amilies  of  regular  at  tenders.  The  Aleeting 
began  as  a Preparative  Meeting  under  the  ausjrices  of 
University  Meeting,  in  1957,  and  continued  until  it 
became  a Monthly  Meeting  in  October,  1960.

The  British  Friends  Quarterhj  of  .Tuly,  1961,  has  a 
leading  article  on  “The  Psychological  Background  of 
War”  by  Andrew  Brink,  which  I should  like  to  recom- 
mend to  everybody  who  is  seriouslv  interested  in  the 
peace  testimony.  It  expresses  a thought  which  has  often 
on  my  mind:  that  one  avenue  of  approach  which  is  open 
to  all  of  us  all  the  time  is  to  learn  to  recognize  our 
own  hostility  and  to  learn  to  handle  it,  i.e.,  not  to  con- 
vert it  into  easy  self-righteousness  and  the  lovely  view 
of  the  speck  in  the  other’s  eye. 

The  article  is  iluminating  and  gives  practical  recom- 
mendations which  each  can  elaborate  for  himself. 

I .should  like  to  add  another  which  has  proved  helpful 
in  conversations  on  controversial  subjects:  it  is  to 

replace  the  work  “love”  with  the  word  “respect”,  when 
it  is  used  as  opposite  to  “hate”  ( and  “fight” ) . Love, 
sad  but  true,  has  acquired  in  many  people’s  minds  a 


wishy-washy  connotation,  not  good  for  practical  life. 

But  respect,  besides  its  generally  recognized  meaning, 
carries  through  its  derrivation  a sense  of  re-locking  and 
re-considering  which  might,  at  least  sometimes,  ojren  the 
way  to  a possibility  of  re-concil'aticn.

We  were  interested  in  your  note  on  the  pledge  of 
allegiance.  My  eldest  boy,  a junior  high  student,  refuses 
to  pledge  his  allegiance  to  the  flag  or  to  the  nation  on 
the  ground  that  his  allegiance  is  not  to  be  pledged  to 
a government  that  might  require  him  to  bear  arms 
in  its  defense,  or  otherwise  demand  that  he  do  some- 
thing which  he  considers  incompatible  with  his  beliefs. 

For  myself,  I refuse  because  I feel  that  “liberty  and 
justice  for  all”  are  jiart  of  the  American  dream  that  is 
not  yet  fully  realized,  and  I can’t  bring  myself  to  sa>' 
solemnly  that  these  are  things  for  which  the  flag  and/or 
the  republic  are  noteworthy. 

We  both  feel  willing  to  .stand  up  with  the  rest,  to 
indicate  respect  for  the  whole  jirocedure,  though  we 
can  not  ourselves  take  part  in  it. 

My  husband  and  second  son  feel  it  is  not  a big  issue, 
and  prefer  to  save  their  energy  for  more  vital  matters.

We  will  offer  the  same  services  within 
the  jail  under  the  direction  of  the  Rehabilitation  Section 
of  the  Sheriff’s  Department,  and  even  there  our  new 
name  may  have  greater  appeal.”  An  “Outsiders  Glub” 
has  been  formed,  where  the  men  can  help  each  other. 
The  newsletter  continues:  “The  first  anniversary  party 
was  a wonderfully  touching  sight:  so  many  families  all 
dressed  in  their  best,  .so  many  children  proud  of  their 
fathers  who  have  decided  to  try  to  stay  home  now. 
The  wives,  members  of  our  clubs,  are  joining  the  P.T.A., 
taking  driving  instruction  at  night  school,  becoming 
members  of  the  Y.W.G.A.  So,  as  they  progress,  the  word

Gollege  Park  Meeting,  San  Jose,  Galif.,  has  sent  to  the 
local  papers  a statement  of  their  increasing  concern 
about  the  emphasis  on  civil  defense  and  community  and 
family  fall-out  shelters.  “We  feel,”  they  state,  “that  this 
emphasis  is  adding  to  the  tensions  and  fear  that  eventu- 
ally produce  war;  that  it  is  an  invitation  and  a provoca- 
tion to  attack;  and  that  it  produces  what  social  scientists 
call  a sell-fulfilling  prophecy.” 

“Historically,”  the  statement  continues,  “Friends  have 
repudiated  war  as  a means  of  settling  international  dis- 
putes. Our  hopes  for  peace  lie,  not  in  bomb  shelters  but 
in  disarmament,  the  development  of  the  community 
.spirit  among  nations  and  the  S]iirit  of  brotherhood  and 
international  justice.  We  should  constantly  strive,  as 
George  Fox  taught,  to  live  ‘in  the  virtue  of  that  life  and 
power  which  takes  away  the  occasion  of  all  wars  . . . 

“We  therefore  wish  to  state  that  in  a very  real  sense 
we  consider  our  fellowship  in  worshipping  together,  our 
trust  in  God,  and  our  belief  that  there  is  that  of  God  in 
every  man,  to  be  our  only  security.  Our  shelter  is  sym- 
bolized by  cur  meeting  bouse,  in  which  Friends  have 
worshipped  since  1885.  What  is  sheltered  there  cannot 
be  destroyed.”

It  is 
chastening  . . to  discover  that  mental  health,  marital 
stability  and  family  cohesion  are  threatened  just  as 
often  within  ( the  Meeting’s ) populace  as  in  the  wider 
urban  community  . . None  of  us  should  presume  to 
condemn  or  condone  . . . Hence  the  plea  for  neutrality, 
at  least!”
